Claim 12, line 1, delete [claim 1] and insert - - claim 7 - - in place thereof. 
The examiner's amendment was done to correct claim dependency since claim 12 (if 
depends on claim 1) is identical to claim 6. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 7, Yoon (US 6,452,124 Bl) discloses a surface mountable 

antenna including a dielectric block. Yoon, however, fails to further teach that the dielectric 
block contains specifically of at least one crystalline thermoplastic resin selected from the group 
consisting of polypropylenes, polyethylenes, polyethylene terephthalates, polybutylene 
terephthalates, polyphenylene sulfides and polyacetals; ceramic powder; and an acid-modified 
styrenic thermoplastic elastomer, and wherein the acid-modified styrenic thermoplastic elastomer 
content in the dielectric block is 3% to 20% by volume. 
Claims 2-6 are allowed for depending on claim 1 .

Claims 8-12 are allowed for depending on claim 7.
